buying. Warranty is only available in the cauntry of purchase. The allawance of duty 
free articles admitted into Australia could mean that if you have purchased other 
itams you could and up paying 16% extra ta get the equipment into this country. Itis 
also possible that the equipment may have been originally destined for another 
country with different frequency allacations and as a consequence you end up 
being a pirate! 
So at best you could be saving around $300 or more — at the worst you could have a 
rig that does not work when you get home, blows up and has no warranty, has the 
wrong frequencies and finally you may have to fork out money ta the customs man. 
The moral of all this is you could save by buying overseas but you could also be 
panny wise pound foolishilil

INFORMATION SNIPPETS 


REF: YAESU FT-207R 

When the NiCad battery pack becomes completely depleted, and it is subsequently charged, it is possible that the 
CPU will not initialize properly when the BU switch is on and the power switch is turned on. If your set does not 
tum on after charging a dead battery, switch the power and BU switches OFF, then turn them on again. Proper 
operation will now occur. 


REF YAESU FT-480R(A) 
Note the scanning steps in this model are 20kHz, to change this to 25kHz steps add diode D-4006. Page 36 
in the manual says 12.5kHz, this is incorrect and should read 25kHz. 


REF YAESU FRG-7 RECEIVER : 
This receiver is fitted with an audio reduction switch, to increase the audio level. Check that the slide switch is in 
the upper most position (this switch is located in the rear battery compartment on the left hand side). 


FT-480R Random Frequency Display 

It is possible when first powering up to cause the memory to store a random number which will then be displayed on the digital 
dial when the set is turned on. Switching the set off then on again will not resolve this situation. 

The correct switch on procedure is to make sure that the memory back-up switch is in the OFF position, and that the main 
ON/OFF switch is also in the OFF position, when connecting the 13.8V DC power source. 


FT-107 and FT-707 MODIFICATIONS FOR NOVICE POWER 


FT-107 10W MODIFICATION: 
Cut jumper from VRO5 to THO2 on NB unit, located beside the VROS, and adjust for 25W. 


FT-707 10W MODIFICATION 
Change connection at pin 30F, J2003 on IF unit to pin 2 and adjust VROS5S. 


These modifications are direct from Yaesu. 
YAESU FP-707 HINT TO REDUCE HUM IN THE SPEAKER ON TRANSMIT - From VK2BA 


Mount a large steel block (obtainable from BBC Hardware), measuring 75mm high x 100mm wide x 6mm thick just 
behind the speaker magnet. The block of steel should be mounted on rubber feet or silastic to prevent rattling of the 
metal block. This will then reduce hum in the speaker on transmit.
